To. this scheme the Chinese sug- 
gested tho following material alterations, 
Viz. i 

3, In paragraph No§, the Detectives to bo 
engaged might be given the additional pow- 
er to board junks, entering aud clearing, and 
to search them, as follows :~- : 

(a.) Every Chineso passage-boat or cargo~ 
junk, irrespective of the placc whence 
she comesor the place’ whither she 
may be bound. should, the moment 
the anchor is dropped, permit a Do- 
teotiva.to board and search her. 

(6) Every foreign vessel, irrespective of 
the place of her destination, should, 
if she leaves with Chinese passengers 
on board, permit a Detective to board

These propositions were discussed at 
eoveral meetings held by the Chinese 
memorialists; ond afterwards, having 
been approved by . the aia 
Commission, were forwarded to H. B. 
the Governor, ~ In acknowledging the 
receipt of the papers, by a Minute 
(dated October 7, 1870), ‘the Governor 
says:—I shall have ‘much pleasure 
in submitting the details of the-pro 
posed. association for tho consideration 


‘of Sit Michael Hicks-Beach. I have 


recently expressed to Mr Fung Ming 
Shon and the other Chinese gentlemen 
who nearly twelve months ago brought 
this important matter to my notice, my. 
best . thanks for their valuable co- 
operation in checking kidnapping and 

e disgraceful traffic in human beings.” 

‘At the first meeting of the Kidnap- 
ping Commission, held in conjunction 


with ‘the Chinese gentlemen who had 
meniorialised upon this matter, some 
curious’ information was obtained from 
tho Chinese present. We extract’ the 
following from the Minutes of the meet- 
ing held on 28th Nov. 1878 :— 


There was indeed o marked differenco ob- 
servable in the proceedings of kidnappers of 
late, because they had become acquainted

also with the principle of personal freedom 
jealously guarded by English law, ond that 
through this knowledge their proceedings 
had not only become less tangible for the 
Police to deal with, but the kidnappers had 
beon emboldened to give themselyes a de- 
finite organization, following a regular sys- 
tem adapted to the peculiarities of Huglish 
and Chinese law, and using regular resorts 
and depéts in the suburbs of Hongkong, 
In support of this, Mr Fung Ming-shan laid 
on the table two documents written in Chi- 
nese (marked 4 ond 2.)

‘in and Tai-p‘ing-shin used by professional 
Kidnappers a their regular resorts or depéta, 
and a list of 21 professional kidnappers 
whose names are given, but whose residence 
ould not be ascertained, Tho other docu- 
ment (marked 2) consists of a list'of 41 pro- 
fessional kidnappera whose personelia have 
been satisfactorily ascertained. Both papers 
are horewith appended, together with an 
English translation, a 

«+ One great difficulty the Government 

frequently met in dealing with auch cases 
waa the question what to do with women or 
children, found to have been unlawfully 
sold or kidnapped, how to restore them to 
their Iawiul guardians in the. interior of 
China, how to prerite for them in case such 
women or children had actually bean sold 
by their very guardians, who, if the woman 
or child in question were restored to them, 
would but. seck another purchaser, how to 
prevent euch women and cbildren being aold 
again by their guardians or friends, how to 
deal with persons absolutely friendless, &o, 
fo this observation the Chinese members of 
the meeting replied that they were prepared 
to undertake this duty and “overcome theso 
very difficultiéa by. means of an organized 
A‘ Suciety tor the Protection of Women and 
Children,” which would employ trustworthy 
deteotives to ascertain tho family relations 
of any kidnapped person, which would seo 
to such persoue bing restored -to their 
families ‘upon ‘guarantee being “given for 
Proper treatment, which in. cases .where 
restoration would not be advisable or where 
in the absence of relations and friends it was 
impossible, would take charge.of such kid. 
uapped persons, maintain them and eventual- 
ly see them respectably murried.

He there- 
foro suggests for the consideration of Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach that directions should 
be issaed with the view of informinz natives 
of Hongkong that, in the event of their 
emigratiog to Cuba, they will have to take 
steps on arrival there to prove their British 
Nationality before British protection can

_ CHILD DROWNED In THE HARboUE. 

An Inquest was held at the Government 
Civil Hospital this’ afternoon before the 
Coroner, C, V. Creagh,.Esq., and the follow- 
ing gentlemen as a Jury, Messrs G. AL 
‘Wieler, L, C. Thevenin, and D. 8, Marques, 
on the body of Cheung You Mui. 


De. Wharry ssid the body of decoaned 
was brought to the hospital on the 3rd in- 
stant af 9.45 p.m, He examined it yester- 
(day, it had been dead about 2% hours, it 
was that of a Chinese female about 5 years 
of. age. There weré no marks of, violence 


on the body; and death appeared to have 
reasulted from drowning.

THE FATAL ACCIDENT AT ABERDEEN DOCKS. 

The inquest commenced on Monday last 
on the body of one Lam Tak Tsun was re- 
sumed this afternoon before the Coroner, C.

There were twelve 
planks on each side, The number of men 
employed varies according to the size of the 
ship. There were plenty of planks for the 
number of coolies employed.

SUPREME COURT. . 


(Before the Full Court, . 
Thursday, Feb. 5. 
SANDS 0. FORBES, 

The motion by dofendsnt in this case, 
which has already occupied the Oourt 
saveral days, came on to-day for ar; ent, 
Mr Ng Choy, instructed by Mr Dennys, 
for plaintiff; Mr Hayllar, Q.C., instructed 
by Hoare Breroton and Wotton, for defen- 

ant. : 

Mr Hayllar said, in opening, that with 
reforonoe to the lady herself in’ this case 
one could not help focling that Mr Sands 
was inclined toa very considerable extent 
to know and interfere in the affair of the 
estate, The key-note of hor line of conduct 
was struck in that letter of April Ist, which 
marked her $énso of her position—which 
no doubt was a very proper onc—and her 
intention to look after her own affairs and 
tako an‘interestin them. This was very 
important because the partlea wore frlends, 
they were proceeding harmoniously enough 
together, there was not tho alightest sign 
of discontent in her mind, nor any com- 
platnt made by Mrs Sands as to what had 
been done from the time of her husband's 
death until ahe arrived in the Colony, 50 
far as there was evidences before the Court. 
She wished to rely on heraclf to a very 
considorable extent. This lettor was a well- 
written business letter, written by hor in 
her interest, laying down this line which 
she took up, . There was no complaint in it. 

The Chief’ Justice : It fs the letter of a 
lady determined to direct, * 

Mr Hayllar quite agreed ; {t was a lotter 
in which it might be said she put her foot 
down. Sho wanted certain things done. 
‘The present men in charge, Mr Oook and 
Mr Bailéy,' wore to stay on ; a now boilor- 
maker would be here soon ; an accountant 
would have to.bo always on the spot; the 
old books were to be ‘brought up to date 
to show what had Leon done aluce the time 
of hor husband’s death and: 3 new set of 
books was to.be opene > as from the Now 
Year. Tho business she dosired abould go 
on as in her husband's Ife-time. “She said 
vow that ahe only meant to keep it going 
until it was disposed of, but of that inion. 
tion there was nota word in her letters. 
‘Phe evidoncs ahowed thst she waa labour. 
ing under a great miatake if sho believed that 
she bad not interfered aotively in the busi- 
ness, This was of importance as bearing 
on the trastworthiness of her recollection 
of what really ‘occurred’ in this matter, 
Mr Forbes had a ‘distinot intention from 
the first to keep the concern going only 
with a view to sell it, Nobody could have 
undertaken the executorsbip with more 
anwilliognoss. Havieg accepted the posi- 
tion it was his duty as exesutor to get rid 
of the estate so as not to sacrifice it, As 
his.Lordship had said, it was not a concern 
that could be put up to auction, The trade 
Was not only limited but was tho subjcot o: 
the keenest competition. There was the 
keen competition of Spratt’s Dock and the 
formidable competition of the Hongkon, 
and Whampoa Dook Company, It woul 
never have done to deal with the business 
80 as to lot either of them think they could 
bave it at thefr own price, A bold face 
must be put on the case, and it must be so 
managed as to let them know that thero was 
in the Patent Slip a competition that could 
not be disregarded. To have gone to either 
of them at first would have been to spoil 
all. Myr Sands, in his life-time, was in- 
clined to amalgamate bis’ business with 
Spratt’s, It was a plan likely on the 
face of it to succeed. They wore mon of 
the same olasa in life; both Americans, 


and conjoined they wonld- have great |: 


advantages. He had no donbt appointed 
Mr Forbes executor so that the business, by 
being connested with, and under the care 
of so eminent a firm as Russoll & Co., would 
have a status given it la’ tho market which 
otherwise it- would not ‘bave had. Mr 
Forbes was by his position called upon to 
get work for the Slip, and he worked vigi- 
lantly with the concern so as to make the 
best of it in the long run.. Everybody 
knew when .Captain Sands died that the 
competition which he had—s man pecu- 
liatly trained and fitted for it—carried’on 
could not be continued by other hands; the 
life and soul of the business; always en- 
gaged on it, gone, it could not be coatinued ; 
it must sooner or later fall into the mouth of 
one or other of the two competing concerns, 
aud the only safety for the estate lay in the 
executor putting a ‘bold face on it ao as to 
get the best purchase-price he could, “So 
far Mr Forbes’a knowledge acd intent. 
Mrs Sands on the other hand, was shown 
by her letters to believe that the bualnesas 
could be carried on profitably: She knew 
the wonderful logenuity aod ability of her 
husband, and believed he would. not have 
established this business bere unless there 
wata fair _ ed it, aud some surety ot 
its prosperity under propery management, 

And no doubt, had ali that business which. 
tie could ones control, beon still available, 

it would have been paying well. But times 
were bad for all business, there were dis- 
advantages on every side, and thiszhe did not 
not know. © When Mr Forbes, thinking she 
purposed carrying on the work indefinitely, 

wrote to sey thatin that case he would have 

to resign, abe made no rc ference in her reply

terwards were passing between them as to 
the attempted coalition with the campo» 
liten Dook.: Tlist these negotiations were 
conducted bons fide, and that they led to 
the formation of-¢ basigon whichaho was 
willing that he should, and he agread to'do 
his best to sell the property, Mrs: Sands 
hertelf was bound to admit, That attempt 
failed through. ciroumetances over which 
Mr Forbes had no control whatever.”
